Europe: R.A.F. warplanes 
fought their way through cloud 
banks to blast northern Italy be- 
fore dawn today attacking the

Allied planes of the Middle 
East command again bombed the 
Italian port of Naples in daylight 
yesterday, setting fires along the 
entire waterfront and scoring hits 
on merchant vessels, The Italian 


high command admitted heavy 
damage. Naples is a main Axis 
base for supplying the German- 
Italian armies in North Africa, 

In addition to the attack on 
Naples and Turin, long-range 
Allied fighters winging out over 
the Mediterranean, intercepted a 
convoy of north-bound Axis 
transport planes, shooting down 
at least eight transport, one 
bomber and four twin-engined 
fighters.

North Africa: Fighting in mud 
described as worse than “the 
mud on the Somme” in the First 
Great War, British, American 
and French troops were report- 
ed holding a line in the hills be- 
fore Tunis and Bizerte today 
after crushing a strong German 
drive toward Medjez El Bab, 35 
miles southwest of Tunis. 

The Germans suffered heavy 
infantry losses in the Medjez El 
Bab fighting, but it was also ap- 
parent that the deep Allied 
wedge between Tunis and Bi- 
zerte had been forced back many 
miles. Madjez El Bab is about 20 
miles southwest of Tebourba, the 
scene of last week's major action. 

British headquarters reported 
cryptically that “developments in 
the El Agheila area are proceed- 
ing according to plan without in- 
terference from the enemy.” 


Russia: Soviet dispatches said 
the third big battle for the Don 
river “Elbow” west of Stalingrad 
appeared to be under way today, 
with the Germans launching re- 
peated attacks on the east bank 
of the river. 

Front-line reports said the Rus- 
sians were repulsing all assaults 
and declared 60 more Nazi trans- 
port planes were destroyed Dec. 
10, a four-day total of 133, as 
Hitler urgently sought to bolster 
his siege armies by air. 


Pacific Theatre: Cut off from 
their main base, Japanese forces 
are fighting for their lives in a 
trap five miles from Buna on the 
northeast New Guinea coast 
Australian and American troops 
advanced along the main inland 
trail and got behind the enemy, 


springing the trap before the 
surprised Japs knew what had 
happened. 


Around Buna itself, Allied field 
guns and mortars are pouring a 
withering fire into Japanese posi- 
tions.

Premier John Bracken of Manitoba 

won the five-man contest for the leader- 
ship of the Conservative party—and also 
the wordy battle to change the party 
name. ; 
His election is the result of the office 
seeking the man rather than the man the 
office. How urgently he was sought is 
shown by the fact that such well known 
Conservatives as Hon. H. H. Stevens, Maj. 
M. A. MacPherson, Howard Green and 
John G. Diefenbaker were rejected and the 
honor given to Mr, Bracken. 

The new leader has never been known 
as a Conservative. He entered politics in 
Manitoba in 1922, when he was eleted as a 
Liberal-Progressive. He has been premier 
of the province through the intervening 
years, and while his cabinet has been re- 
peatedly reorganized on coalition lines 
there has been no announced change of 
political badge or convictions on the part 
of the premier. 

In the negotiations which led up to his 
candidature, Mr. Bracken stood out for 
prefixing “Progressive” to the name of the 
party he now heads. In the end he suc- 
ceeded in getting this concession, The in- 
ference is that traditional Conservatism is 
to be leavened, if he can bring that about, 
by progressive impulse. 

It is a high position to which Mr. 
Bracken is thus called, one which will give 
him wide opportunity to serve the country. 
That he will discharge the duties with sin- 
cere purpose is not to be doubted, and all 
must hope that he will be able to do so 
with success.

The Reserve Army 


The current campaign of the Edmon- 
ton Fusiliers Reserve Battalion to recruit 
its ranks to full strength brings sharply to 
the public attention the important part be- 
ing played by the Reserve Army in the 
defence of this Dominion. 

At the beginning of the war, the mil- 
itia regiments were regarded largely as re- 
cruiting fields for the Active Army. They 
provided a preliminary training for men 
who did not feel that they were able to 
volunteer for overseas at that particular 
moment but who. desired military training 
with that eventual end in mind. 

As a result of this view, the training 
given in the militia units tended to be of 
an exclusively preparatory nature. 

All this has been radically changed. 

Out of the experience of three years of 
war has emerged a new idea of the func- 
ton of the Reserve Army. It is no longer 
a mere feeder of the Active Army. It is a 
h vthly vital part of Canada’s defence 
Stcuctuxe with a well-defined purpose and 
duty of its own. 

The function of the Reserve Army is 
primarily to defend Canada in case of in- 
vasion. It is an active home guard. 

With this change in its function, its 
training policy has been enlarged. In- 
struction, instead of being largely rudi- 
mentary and preparatory, is now com- 
plete. 

The man who joins the Reserve Army 
today is just as fully trained to meet bel- 
ligerent conditions on Canadian soil as his 
brother in the Active Army is trained to 
meet belligerent conditions abroad. 

The Reserve Army is a vital cog in Can- 
ada’s war machine. It is the duty of all 
those who are able to join it to do so.

The Winnipeg Platform 


The influence of the Port Hope confer- 
ence is observable in the main resolutions 
adopted at the Conservative convention at 
Winnipeg. 

There were of course the usual stage- 
trimming motions, such as that which de- 
clared Canada should stay in the British 
Empire. Since nobody is proposing to take 
it out, this signifies nothing save all-round 
agreement that what is ought to be. There 
were also, as usual at such gatherings, a 
raft of minor resolutions too numerous to 
be listed in a party platform intended to 
fix itself in the public mind. 

One of the basic propositions approved 
is that farm prices should be set on a par- 
ity level, considering cost of production 
and the prices of things farmers have to 
buy. In particular it was resolved that the 
price of wheat to outside consumers 
should be $1.10 per bushel, and for con- 
sumption in Canada $1.25 per bushel. 
Whatever it signifies, there was strong op- 
position to this platform plank from dele- 
gates coming from the eastern provinces. 

The convention pledged the party to 
the ideal of social security, apparently 
without dissent from any quarter. As all 
the other parties have already declared for 
the same objective, it shéuld be easily pos- 
sible to implement at the coming session of 
parliament the security program which 
the Prime Minister outlined in an address 
some weks ago, and which Hon. Ian Mac- 
kenzie has since discussed in some detail. 
Since the political groups are unanimous, 
there is no reason for delay. 

The idea that there should be a credit 
agency in the nature of a farm bank to 
provide farm credit at low interest rates is 
not new, but it is good. Banks of that 
kind operate in other countries, and have 
long done so, with marked success. Such 
an institution, with successful farmers on 


the directorate, would isolate one trouble- 
some part of the credit problem and pro- 
mise fewer farm-debt crises in future

ployment of all Canada’s armed forces 
wherever they may be required; and for 
“compulsion if necessary’ to put all the 
resources of the country, including agri- 
culture, industry, finance and manpower 
into the war effort. This is definite, but 
it does not involve any drastic departure 
from present policy. The Government at 
last session took power to send any and 
all the armed forces to any theatre; while 
“negative compulsion” in industrial and 
economic matters is visibly verging toward 
the positive type. 

The impression given by these main 
resolutions is that they originated with 
the western delegates; as all the candi- 
dates for party leadership were western 
men. Whether the Old Guard will bow to 
this attempt of the western wing to domi- 
nate the party, ang how far the solid 
masses of eastern Conservatives will rally 
to the new slogans, remain to be seen. At 
least it can be said the policy has one fea- 
ture conspicuously lacking in that adopted 
at the Ottawa convention. It looks more to 
the future than to the traditions.

Tax on Real Rational 
Basis

The Rum! Plan of income tax 


in this column before, is steadily 
winning the approval of Canadians. 

This plan is of American origin, 
but is seen to he readily applicable 
to Canada, Its purpose, in brief, 
is to shift income 
tax payers to a 
current basis, 

For the pur- 
pose of practical 
application, sup- 
pose we take the 
case of an aver- 
age worker, Say 
he is a mechanic. 

Before the war 
he did reason- 
ably well but as 
he was not con- 
tinuously em- Harold L. Weir 
ployed, his savings were slender. 

In the last few years, however, 
he has been working regularly and 
earns about $180 a month. As he 
has no dependents he has spent 
freely. Now he is paying an in- 
come tax of $42.06 a month. 

He understands vaguely that this 
is only 90 per cent of what he actu- 
ally owes, 

But what he doesn’t fully realize 
is that. while this tax is deducted 
each month, it is in effect only a 
payment on what he earned eight 
months ago. In other words, he is 
eight months in debt to the Gov- 
ernment, 


Like this man, we all owe eight 
months’ taxes. As long as our in- 
comes are maintained, this debt 
may hot hang heavily on our 
minds If we stop working, how- 
ever, we must go on paying until 
the debt is discharged. 

Such a situation is bound to 
create disturbances in times of de- 
creased employment or falling 
wages.

Taxes are now being levied on 
people whose expenditures usual- 
ly equal their incomes. To assure 
collection, such taxes must be 
snared at the source at the time 
the income is earned. 


Any attempt to collect twelve 
months’ taxes at one fell swoop 
would be impractical. Conse- 


quently. Ottawa is now taxing us 
monthly or in special cases, quar- 
terly. But the tax which is de- 
ducted from our monthly incomes 
is not a tax on that particular 
month’s income but rather on in- 
come which was earned in the past. 

In most cases, what we pay in 
November is really a tax on our 
income of last March. 

The Rum! Plan would have the 
Government call the deduction 
what it is—a tax on November's 
earnings. 

At first sight, it may appear as 
though Ottawa would lose revenue 


the period January-August, 1942. 
Yet this claim can only be enforced 
against current incomes. It can- 
not be paid out of the income on 
which it falls. 

That income has been spent. In 
1942 the average man paid his 1941 
income tax and will pay four 
months of his 1942 tax. In addi- 
tion, he will still owe eight months’ 
on his 1942 tax. 

If the Government attempted to 
collect all this in 1942, wholesale 
individual bankruptcies would re- 
sult.

As referred to the nervous system, 
they may begin as a heavy feeling 
jin thé legs, soreness of the calf 
muscles when these are squeezed, 
and the weakness which comes on 
while walking. Burning of the soles 
of the feet and numbness of the 
ankles may appear. Generally the 
legs are affected first, with the 
weakness gradually spreading up- 
ward, but in those using the arms 
extensively, the arms may be first 
affected. 

Lack of vitamin Bl as referred 
to the digestive system usually 
shows itself in lack of appetite and 
nausea, When such symptoms are 
the direct outcome of such a defici- 
ency, 4hey are often promptly re- 
lieved by vitamin B1 treatment. 

In treatment, the vitamin may be 
used in pure crystalline form, or
